Gen. Sherman paid a flying visit to
Washington last week. Of course
while there he was surrounded by pol-

iticians, but they did not capture him.
He turned a deaf ear to the voice of the
charmer, who sang never so sweetly.

A friend made a personal appeal to
him just before leaving for St. Louis
to permit the use of his name for the
Presidential nomination. In response
he said in a most positive manner he
could only reiterate what he had pre-

viously uttered. If he was nominated
by acclamation in the Convention and
received the electoral vote f every
State in the Union he would still de
cline. He looked forward to his re
maining days for a life of comfort and
freedom from care or worry of any
kind. He thought it would be su-

preme folly for him to be tempted by
the bauble of the Presidency to enter
the White House and have four years'
of strife, contention, irritation and crit
icism to encounter. To accept the
Presidency would necessitate his retir
ing from the army, and at the end of
four years he would be remanded to
private life, just like Grant, who was
trying to earn a living in the precar
ious occupation ot a broker in Wall
street. Some people might envy him,
but the inconstancy of the White
House was one as remote as possible
from satisfaction and comfort, and
when he left it he would be very apt
to leave it without credit or honor.
The office of Presideut, he said, was
surrounded with so much that was
difficult, so much that was unpleasant,
so much that was unsatisfying, that
before long, instead of men of high
character and statesmanship seeking
for it, the trouble would be to induce
them to accept. "No," said he, in
conclusion, "people may believe it or
not, just as they please, but there is
and can be no possible contingency
which would induce me to think for
one moment of taking the office."
